When 
high-priced cornbelt land is used to produce 
feeder calves, the cost is jumped about 20 per- 
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Another section of the nation—the South 
—may step in and take up part of the feeder 
production. In recent years, the South has 
been concentrating on grass and cattle until 
today it has reached a point where it is al- 
most self-sustaining in dairy products and 
even is shipping some meat North. 


We will probably know better the answer 
to this problem later this month when Western 
range cattle will begin coming to market, If 
they carry the price tag of recent years, the 
chances are they will go directly to slaughter 
and not into feed lots. If that happens, you 
can bet the back 40 acres that there will be a 
slackening of Midwestern cattle marketing later 
in the season. Cornbelt farmers will be holding 
over their stock for breeding purposes next year 
when they will grow their own feeders.

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Uncle Jeems Was a Fine Shot 


TATE MOUNTAIN—They say that Uncle Jeems, in the years of his great 
age, used to sit in a split-bottom chair outside the door of his log cabin—the old, 
old house that used to sit in the back yard after the big house was built— 


‘and shoot at the lock on the ginhouse door.

He was using an old long rifle, of 
It was a 


muzzle-loading rifle and Uncle Jeems would load it very carefully. 


He would take his powder horn, made of the | 
horn of a steer, and pour a charge of powder | 
into the little hollowed tip of deer horn that 


held exactly one charge. He would pour the 
powder down the barrel of the old muzzle-loader, 
and then carefully pick out a round ball he had 
molded himself, in the old bullet mold at night 
in front of the fire. And he would take a patch 
of soft cloth and place it over the muzzle, and 
on this patch he would place the ball, thrusting 
down the ball and patch with his thumb until 
it was level with the muzzle. 

Then with a sharp knife—Uncle Jeems al- 
Ways kept his knife sharp—he would cut the 
patch off level with the muzzle. And then he 
would ram the patch and ball down snug against 
the powder. Then, on the little nipple with the 
pinhole in it that led to the powder chamber, 
he would place a cap. And then he would raise 
the rifle very carefully and draw a fine bead 
and “blip” he would shoot the lock on the gin- 
house door and make it swing. He was a fine 
shot, they say, and it was very rare that he 
missed the lock. 


After Uncle Jeems had spent the better 
of the morning shooting at the lock on the 
ginhouse door he would rise and place his 
rifle on the rack above the doorway of his 
cabin and then you would see him walk out 
across the sandy yard, through the field and 
inte the woods beyond.

have spent my time emulating Uncle Jeems. I 
am supposed to be out prowling the woods, try- 
ing to get a shot at that hawk, but that is too 
much trouble. It is better just to sit on the 
front porch, in a rocking chair, resting the rifle 
on the rail of the porch, shooting at a spot about 
the size of a half dollar—a bull’s-eye marked 
in lipstick on a sheet of white typewriter paper 
that I have set up on the side of a sassafrass 
bush down across the meadow. 


Sometimes I hit the spot four times out 
of five, and sometimes just three times out 
of five and sometimes not that often. But 
always the bullets mark a pattern that could 
be covered with a baby’s hand. This is 
very fine shooting, of course, for the spot 
is 80 yards away, but it is due to no prowess 
of mine that I hit it as often as I do. It 
is because the rifle, with its telescope sight, 
is a very fine precision instrument. All you 
have te do is set the little cross-hairs on 
the bull’s-eye, and squuuueeeeze the trigger 
gently, without blinking or flinching, and 
that’s all there is to it, 


Of course, you have to chase the cat off the 
porch, so he won’t shake the floor by walking 
around while you are bringing the cross-hairs on 
the bead, and you have to hold your breath so 
your breathing won't throw you off, and you 
have to fire sort of between heartbeats, as it 
were, because even the beat of your heart can 
throw you off a fraction. 

And every time I fire a clip of five and go 
down and take a look at the pattern, clustered 
close around the bull’s-eye, I feel pretty good. 
Until I think about. Uncle Jeems and then I don’t 
feel so proud. From what I’ve heard he shot 
just as well, using homemade bullets and an 
open sight. So far as I knew he never worried 
about holding his breath or his heartbeat. All 
he had to worry about was keeping his whis- 
kers out of the way so a spark from the cap 
wouldn’t set them on fire. 

And I imagine if Uncle Jeems had had a 
rifle like this, with a telescope sight on it, he 
wouldn’t have spent the day shooting at the 
lock on the ginhouse door. There wouldn’t have 
been any sport in that.

When he was 15, fresh over from Greece

They have just won such a victory in the 
House, though it has received little pubilc no- 
tice. This was in passage last weekend of a bill 
to exempt so-called independent producers of 
matural gas, which sell to pipe lines in inter- 
gtate commerce, from regulation by the Federal 
Power Commission. 


This is of direct, personal interest to 
the 40.000.000 consumers of natural gas. If 
this bill should become law they would have 
te pay more for this necessary item in the 
family budget. It would deprive the FPC, 
created originally in 1920 and established as 
an independent agency in 1930 during the 
Herbert Hoover administration, of authority 
te get necessary data on costs of production 
and the like which are essential source in- 
formation for fixing of fair rates to the con- 
sumer. 


Big oil companies that own the bulk of nat- 
ural gas properties in the Southwest—in Okla- 
homa and Texas—were behind this “gouge” 
measure and they will profit handsomely from 
it. This is their second drive for exemption 
from regulation. In the last Congress the House 
passed the so-called Rizley-Moore Bill, sponsored 
by a House member and a Senator from Okla- 
homa—neither any longer in Congress—which 
Was even more liberal in its benefits for the 
big oi] companies. Fortunately, it was stopped 
in the Senate. 


Natural gas consumers again must rely upon 
the Senate and, if it fails them, upon President 
Truman and his veto. His opposition to this bill 
Was expressed in a letter from the Budget Bu- 
reau, which was read into the House record by 
Rep. Robert Crosser, Democrat, Ohio, Chairman 
of the House Interstate Commerce Committee, 
who directed the unsuccessful fight against the 
bill which was approved by his Committee over 
his protest. The vote for the measure in the 
House was 183 to 131. 


In a minority report, Rep. Crosser and five 
ether Committee members bitterly condemned 


the bill which, they said, “by freeing a large seg- 
ment of the industry from regulation, would 
benefit primarily a few large corporations which, 
because of their monopolistic control of gas re- 
serves in the Southwestern States, would have 
almost unfettered power to fix the price of gas 
entering interstate transmission lines.” 


What Rep. John A. Carroll, Democrat, Colo- 
rado, described in his attack on the bill during 
House debate as “a great smoke screen of ver- 
biage” was thrown about the measure to make 
it appear innocuous and something to help dis- 
tressed independent producers. The facts are 
that while there are 600 independent producers, 
two-thirds of the total natural gas is sold by the 
25 largest producers, and nearly half by 10 of 
these. Rep. Crosser proposed a simple amend- 
ment to the 1938 Natural Gas Act to take care 
of smaller, independent producers, but this was 
discarded in favor of the broad exemption to 
benefit the big companies. 

In a decision frequently referred to in House 
debate the Supreme Court upheld the regula- 
tory authority of the Federal Power Commission 
over production of natural gas that moves into 
interstate commerce. What the House did, as 
Rep. Carroll pointed out, is “a familiar and not- 
too-pleasant story.” 


“Whenever the Supreme Court hands 
down a decision which is adverse to one 
of the large special interests in our econ- 
emy, the Congress is asked to overrule the 
court by passing legislation which nullifies 
the court’s decision,” he told the House. 


How true! It happened with insurance and 
the railroads. Now natural gas and its domi- 
nant owners, the big oil companies. 

What the oil company maneuver means was 
well summed up by Rep. Arthur G. Klein, Demo- 
crat, New York, who said, “A deft program 
of retrogression in public control of public nat- 
ural resources has been skillfully prepared and 
it has been disguised cunningly into the sem- 
blance of public interest.”’

Need Is Seen 


| SAVANNAH—(/)—Need for a 


‘vocational rehabilitation center in 
the Southeast to put the current 
program on a “mass production” 
scale was expressed here by R. C. 
Thompson, of Baltimore, Director 
of Vocational Rehabilitation in 
Maryland. 

Thompson, speaking at the sec- 
ond day’s session of a week-long 
conference of the Georgia Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Service, De- 
partment of Education, based his 
recommendation on the findings 
of the States Council Committee of 
vocational rehabilitation workers, 
of which he is a member. 

“The present program of re- 
habilitation can only take care of 
current cases arising from acci- 
dents and diseases.” Thompson 
sa “We still have nationally a 
backlog of a million and a half 
handicapped people who need this 
type of service. 

Under present methods we have 
been providing services to indi- 
viduals individually, but have been 
‘unable to reach as many people as 
ag be reached. 

This means we must get into 

— production’ method by 
wh ic we can reach them in 
ell instead of individually.” 

That concept, explained Thomp- 
son, would call for the establish- 
ment in certain geographical areas 
of rehabilitation centers where 
handicapped people can be served 
aS groups rather than as indi- 
viduals.

AN EARLY DIAGNOSIS 

The contributor of todays 
hors d'oeuvre, a quick wilted 
chap, who has asked to remain 
anonymous, because he felt that 
relating the anecdote might in- 
dicate a certain supercilious air, 
was asked once, “What is tne 
earliest in the play of a hana 
that vou have ever been able to 
diagnose a squeeze?” To which 
he replied, “I have never been 
able to recognize one during tne 
bidding.” ‘Today’s hand is of 
fered as a free supplement with 
the story. 

The bidding followed along 
more or less normal lines. I do 
not subscribe to West's overcall 
of two hearts. Against two bid- 
ding opponents such bids have 
little to gain and with a suit 
that is so empty in the middle 
one courts disaster by entering 
the auction,: a disaster that 
would have. been written in let 
ters of blood had North been 
discreet enough to pass one 
round after having opened the 
bidding. South's appropriate ac- 
tion would have resulted in a 
1,100 point penalty with per- 
fect defense and 800 points with 
any kind of play not involving 
a revoke. 

West led the six of hearts and 
dummy’s mine held the trick. At 
this point South made the 
“grand gesture” of claiming the 
balance of the tricks, though on 
the surface he had but 12 win- 
ners. His claim was based on 
the belief that West held both 
the ace and king of spades. The 
defense mumbled something 
about taking no finesses after a 
claim of tricks and declarer pro- 
ceeded to expose his hand. De- 
‘clarer ran five club tricks, dis- 
carding two of dummy spaces. 
He then ran five diamond tricks, 
discarding two spades and a 
heart from the closed hand. 
Four tricks from the end West 
had to discard the king of 
spades in order to hold the ace 
of spades and the king-jack of 
hearts. On the last diamond 
lead he had to come down to 
two cards. Dummy held the 
two major queens and South the 
ace and ten of hearts. West 
was helpless. If he let go the 
ace of spades dummy’s queen 
would become good and if he 
threw the jack of hearts both of 
South’s hearts would be win- 
ners.

To Negro Lawsuit 


Georgia is doing

His statement was in reply to a 
suit filed in U. S. District 
at Valdosta by 18 parents of Irwin 
County Negro school children, in 
which the petitioners sought equal 
educational facili 
in Georgia. 

The only trouble, he said, is that 
the Negro was so far behind, from 
the standpoint of educational fac! 
ities, that it will take years to 
bring him on an equal ed 
tional footing. 

The petitioners asked the court 
to declare that alleged discrimin- | 
ation against Negro school chil- 
dren in Irwin County is in viola-| 
tion of the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the U.-S, Constitution. 

The suit was brought against 
the Superintendent of Schools and 
the Board of Education of Irwin 
County, of which Ocilla is the 
seat. It was filed by registered 
mail by A. T. Walden, Atlanta 
Negro attorney, who is President 
of the Atlanta Urban League. 

Dr. Allman said that apparently 
the only hope of bettering educa- 
tion in Georgia rests with the 
Federal Government. He ex- 
pressed the belief that Georgia 
itself would never meet schoo! 
needs. 

“We need $200,000,000 for build. 
ings alone,” he stated. “There is 
absolutely no hope of either whites 
or Negroes getting any substantial 
aid insofar as buildings are con- 
cerned. There’s just no money ap- 
propriated for new buildings.” 

He cited, however, the fact that 
the gap between the salaries of 
Negro and white school teacers 
of Georgia has gradually been nar- 
rowed until today the differential 
is only seven percent. Moreover, 
he said, white school children, by 
the thousands, are suffering just 
as much as Negroes. 

The petition of the Negroes cited 
a lack of cafeterias, auditoriums 
and other facilities to improve edu- 
cation in the Negro schools. 

The petition stated that white 
achools in Irwin County are valued 
at $344,723, whereas Negro schools 
are valued at $13,175. Library 
funds for Negroes average 40 cents
